The gilt Apostle, typical of many late West Country apostles, 
especially the Taunton group, would not appear ever to have carried an emblem 
though one may have been lost. The large plain nimbus is pricked with the initials 
E.C. over W.T. and the date 1656, West Country, probably Taunton, circa 1656.

| This spoon, with tapering faceted stem and a pronouncedly deep drop from the 
horizontal of the stem to the bottom of the fig-shaped bowl, is an unusually fine 
xample of a fifteenth Century English diamond point, English, circa 1460. 


91 AN ELIZABETHAN WRYTHEN KNOP SPooN, the marks on this most interesting 
on, though somewhat rubbed, are the same as those found on certain spoons 
ustrated and discussed under Barnstaple in the Ellis catalogue. 

The mark in the bowl is the curious large bird mark used by John Parnell and 
other Barnstaple workmen in the 16th Century, whilst the mark on the stem is the 
lame Parnell, the last three letters of which are run together in the usual West Country 
izabethan manner. This mark and ascription is fully discussed on page 145 of the 
Ellis catalogue, 1935. 

The finial, rather more oval than most Wrythen Knops, still bears much trace 
of riginal gilt, Barnstaple, circa 1575. 


_ ** Wrythen Knops are one of the rarest of all English Finials. Several examples 
of the late 15th Century are recorded, and the type, though very rare, was still being 
made in London about the middle of the 16th Century. Other West Country examples 
of the reign of Elizabeth are known, and a set of 3 by John Parnell were sold in London 
H few years ago.
